Governor Eadicott immediately signified his 
readiness to accom modate and oblige them ;

Endicott pass for his own daughter. 

Accerdingly next morning the exiles “ pressed 
the parting hand,” and bade adieu with swelling

The wife of William Goffe was the daughter of 
Robert Endicott, Bart. brother to the Governor

In an unplained, uorivered, and uoromantic 
town io the interior of Massachusetts there res 
abruptly from the surrounding scenery a beautitul 
mountain, abounding equally in vegetation and 
story, and stll known toits inhabitants by its on- 
gina!

It was near these that a small party of the 
original Massachusetis colony quietly located 
themselves, aller their sunof battle hed gone 
down; but as they began to fell, and build, and 
frame,and cultivate what then was but a forest, 
they discovered a shght mouud of earth marked 
at each end by two bits of unhewan stone, and on 
them rudely carved the letiers M.G. 1679.

Sopreaaavzan Virtace.—A letier to the editor of 
the Southern Banner states that a sulterraneau Indian 
Village, has lately beeu discovered in Nacoechee Val. 
ley, in Georgia, by gold miners, in excavating a cana- 
for the purpose of washing gold. The depth to which 
it is covered varies from seven to nine feet; some of the 
houses are embedded in a stratum of rich auriferous 
gravel. ‘They are 34 in number, built of logs from six 
to ten inches in diameter, and from ten to twelve feet 
in length. The walle are from three to mx feet in 
height, forming a continuous line or street of 300 feet. 
The logs are hewed and notched, as at the present 
day. ‘The land beneath which they were found, was 
covered, on its first settlement by the whites, with « 
heavy growth of timber, denoting a great antiquity to 
these buildings, and a powerful cause which submerg- 
ed them. Cane baskets and tragments of earthenware 
were found in the rooms, The subjoined are addi. 
tional particulers: 

The houses are situated from 50 tv 100 yards from 
the principal channel of the creek; and as no further 
excavations have been made, it ws more than probable 
that new and mwre interesting develupements will pe 
made when the land ws worked tor gold. 

A great number of cunous specinens of workman. 
abip have been found in situations which preclude the 
possibikty of thew having been moved for more than 
a thousand years. During my muning operanons last 

ear, | tound, at one tune, about one half of a crucs- 
tie, of the capacity of near a gallon. lt was ten teet 
below the surface, and unmedmtely beneath a large 
oak tree, which measured tive feet in diameter, and 
must bave been tuur or five hundred years old. The 

te was diluvial, or what may be termed table 
land. The stratum of quartz gravel in which the ves 
eel was unibedded, is about two leet in thickness, resting 
upon decompuerd chhorite slate.
